Thirteen  Brigham  Young  University  football  players  will 
be  playing  their  final  home  game  of  their  college  careers  this 
Friday  afternoon  when  the  Cougars  play  host  to  the  Colorado 
A & M Rams. 

It  will  also  mark  the  end  of  their  conference  competition, 
because  the  Cougars  play  only  two  additional  foes  this  season, 
both  of  them  against  non-conference  opponents,  at  Montana 
University  and  George  Pepperdine  College  in  Los  Angeles. 

Included  in  the  group  of  grad- 
uates will  be  nine  men  who  have 
started  regularly  this  season  in 
either  defensive  or  offensive  roles. 
Twenty-six  years  of  experience  as 
lettermen  will  be  lost,  including 
four  guards,  three  halfbacks,  two 
ends,  one  tackle,  and  one  center. 
Only  the  fullback  spot  will  be  un- 
touched by  graduation.

or  Council  has  full  authority  to 
maintain  all  principles  of  honesty 
on  the  campus,  including  decisions 
pertaining  to  failure  in  a course, 
and  dismissal  from  school.  In  cases 
of  non-academic  violations,  the 
Campus  Branch  presidency  is  in 
authority. 

“The  Honor  System  consists  of 
two  main  parts”,  explained  John 
Lee,  senior  representative  to  the 
Council.  “First,  an  Honor  Code, 
which  is  a broad  statement  of  prin- 
ciples pertaining  to  the  honesty  and 
integrity  of  BYU  students.  This 
Code  has  been  ratified  by  the  Stu- 
dent Legislature  and  the  faculty, 
and  is  now  part  of  the  constitution 
of  the  Associated  Students  of  BYU. 
The  second  part  is  the  Honor  Code 
Procedure,  as  amended  by  the  Stu- 
dent Legislative  Council.  This  is  a 
document  setting  forth  the  proced- 
ure of  the  Honor  Council  in  hand- 
ling the  Honor  Code.  Any  further 
changes  in  the  Honor  Procedure 
will  be  suggested  by  the  Honor 
Council,  and  adopted  through  the 
Legislative  Council,  to  be  ratified 
by  a five  member  faculty  commit- 
tee.”
